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SHIPPERS'  GUIDE  IN  DECLARING  MACHINERY  FOR 

EXPORT 


From  time  to  time  machinery  manufacturer?  advise  the  bureau 
that  the  export  statistics  regmarly  compiled  are  of  considerable 

assistance  in  determining  their  foreign  sales  policies,  but  that  in  some 
instances  obvious  errors  occur  which  make  the  statistics  of  little 
value.  Investigation  in  this  connection  reveals  that  these  apparent 
discrepancies  arise  from  inaccurate  representations  in  the  Export 
Declarations  filed  by  shippers  in  the  customhouses  at  the  port  of 
exportation.  In  view  of  this,  it  is  earnestly  reciuested  that  machinery 
manufacturers  exercise  more  care  in  declaring  their  products  for 
export  in  order  to  improve  the  dependability  of  these  export  statistics. 

Tlie  (Jovemment  can  merely  compile  ^e  figures  as  furnished  by 
the  exporters.  Therefore  it  falls  upon  the  shippers  to  see  that  the 
Export  Declarations  contain  true  descriptions  of  the  equiprnent 
forwarded.  It  is  suggested  that  the  manufacturers  themselves,  since 
they  are  the  ones  most  familiar  with  their  particular  class  of  equip- 
ment^ execute  these  forms  in  their  own  ofiices  instead  of  delegating 
the  task  to  export  houses  or  freight  forwarders.  This  important  work 
should  not  be  left  to  inexperienced  office  boys  or  dffliks  who  have  an 
inadequate  knowlec^  of  the  kinds  of  madunery  desmbed  and  who 
have  no  conception  of  the  importance  of  the  figures. 

A  reproduction  of  a  properly  executed  Export  Declaration  appears 
on  page  3.  Blank  forms  may  be  procured  from  any  collector  of 
customs  at  25  cents  per  block  of  100. 

The  information  shown  in  the  declarations  is  regarded  as  confiden- 
tial under  the  customs  regulations,  and  is  used  only  for  compiling 
statistics  issued  by  the  Department  of  Commerce.  ^ 

To  aid  machinery  manufacturers  in  executing  this  form,  a  glossary 
has  been  compiled  showing  the  class  of  the  export  schedule  appro- 
priate for  the  different  kmds  of  equipm^t.  ManufactnrerB  are 
urged  to  take  steps  to  insure  that  the  correct  class  number  is  entered 
on  each  Export  Declaration.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  glossary 
contains  two  sets  of  listings,  by  groups  and  alphabetically,  and  it 
should  be  easy  from  these  to  find  the  proper  class  number,  which,  if 
used,  win  insure  that  statistics  prepared  therefrom  will  be  reliable. 

SUGGESTIONS  TO  EXPORTERS 

In  all  cases  when  making  out  a  Shipper's  Export  Declaration  the 
shippOT  should  determine  the  proper  dass  under  which  each  item 
of  merchandise  falls  and  enter  the  mmiAm  w  fhe  eciumn  headed 
'^GlasB  number/'   This  is  of  vital  impcvtaBoft. 

TALUK  OF  mstwn 

The  value  stated  on  the  Shipper's  Export  Declaration  should  be 
the  actual  selling  price,  if  the  goods  are  sold.  If  shipped  on  consign- 
menti  without  a  si^  having  been  made,  the  market  value  at  the 
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time  of  exportation  at  the  port  of  the  United  States  from  which 
exported  should  be  stated. 

Value  should  not  include  ocean  freight,  marine  insurance,  etc., 
from  the  port  of  departure  in  the  United  States.  Quantities  and 
values  should  be  stated  in  whole  numbers  only,  ignoring  fractions  of 
less  than  one-haJf,  and  counting  one-half  and  over  as  a  unit. 

Declarations  should  be  typewiitten  or  in  ink;  pencil  is  not  per- 
missible. 

oomauj  Of  mamnAtunH 

If  the  country  of  ultimate  destination  is  different  from  that  for 
which  the  vessel  or  car  departs,  the  Export  Declaration  should  state, 

as  the  country  of  ultimate  destination,  the  counlay  to  which  the 
machinery  is  to  be  sold.  Special  care  should  be  taken  to  state  the 
final  destination  of  goods  shipped  through  Canada  to  Europe,  and 
of  goods  to  be  transshipped  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Nether- 
lands, Germany,  France,  etc.,  to  other  countries. 

GEN£BAL  CLASSBS 

Such  classes  as  "Flourmill  and  gristmill  machinery,"  No.  7605, 
are  intended  to  cover  equipment  primarily  designed  for  use  exclu- 
sively in  the  industries  named,  and  not  equipment  specifically  men- 
tioned  elsewhere  by  name  in  the  expert  schedule.  For  instance,  a 
shipment  conmsting  of  a  stationary  steam  engine  and  a  belt  c<mveyor, 
even  if  for  use  in  a  flour  null,  should  not  be  declared  under  class  7605. 
They  belong,  respectively,  in  class  7111,  "Stationary  steam  engines," 
and  in  class  7249,  "Bucket,  chain,  or  belt  conveyors."  Wherever 
practicable,  equipment  should  be  declared  separately  under  the 
classes  where  they  are  designated  by  name.  It  is  urged  that  before 
any  class  number  at  all  is  put  on  the  Export  Declaration  a  review  be 
mjkde  of  the  export  schedule  arranged  by  groups  (p.  4)  to  see  the 
place  t^  «ks8  oecnpifis  with  iref^roaee  to  owor 

When  complete  machines  or  equipment  units  are  sent  out  in  more 
than  one  slupment  the  Shq»per^  Export  Declaration  for^  all  ship- 
ments except  ^  lasi  should  show  only  the  value  of  the  portion  of  the 

machinery  or  units  actually  exported  at  the  time,  and  the  qwrntity 
column  should  be  left  blank.  A  statement  as  follows  should  be  made 
on  each  of  these  declarations,  after  the  description  of  the  shipment: 

"This  declaration  covers  assembly  parts  for  cornplete  apparatus. 
Unit  numbers  will  be  recorded  on  the  final  declaration." 

Unit  numbers  will  be  recorded  on  the  Jinal  declaration  and  on  it 
ordy.  On  the  final  declaration  titw  numher  of  machines  or  units  must 
be  put  in  the  quantity  column,  and  a  stat^Mnt  as  fottows  i^oukl 
be  made  alt«r  the  deecription  M  tlM  shipment  : 

"This  declaration  covers  assembly  parts  for  complete  appaiiatils 
for  which  declaration (s)  was  (were)  made  on  (date).  This  is  the 
declaration  for  the  Jinal  shipment."
